She  was  educated  in  the  Salt  Lake  City 
:hools  and  Henager’s  Business  College, 
ith  this  business  training  she  did 
cretarial  work  at  Walker  Brothers  Bank 
ad  the  Continental  Oil  Company.  In  civic 
rarities  in  the  1930’s  Mrs.  Smith  was 
litor  of  the  Yearbook  of  the  Salt  Lake 
ounty  Democratic  Club,  Salt  Lake 
m ounty  recorder  and  deputy  clerk  to  the 
1,1  ::corder.

Temple  on  April  12,  1938,  to  Joseph 
Fielding  Smith  who  was  then  a member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

She  established  herself  as  Utah’s  “First 
Lady  of  Song”  throughout  more  than  half 
a century  of  innate  vocal  artistry  in  opera, 


on  radio,  the  concert  stage  and  as  featured 
soloist  with  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir. 

The  voice  of  Sister  Smith  became 
familiar  and  deeply  endeared  to  Church 
congregations  in  the  United  States,  Europe, 
Latin  America,  Mexico,  Japan,  New 
ZeaJand,  Australia,  the  South  Seas  and 
many  other  countries  where  she 
accompanied  President  Smith  on  Church 
assignments. 

Highlighting  Mrs.  Smith’s  career  was  her 
50  years  with  the  Tabernacle  Choir. 
Starting  in  1918,  she  carried  on  an 
extensive  singing  schedule  with  the  choir  as 
the  hub  of  interest.  Appearances  over  radio 
and  television,  at  hundreds  of  ward,  branch 
and  stake  meetings  throughout  the  Church, 
at  special  musicales  and  at  funerals,  she 
gave  freely  of  her  time  and  talent. 

President  and  Mrs.  Smith  negotiated  over 
17,000  miles  on  a three-month  tour  of 
South  and  Central  America  in  1960,  and  in 
1963  their  mileage  totalled  20,000  on  a 
trip  to  Australia  where  the  President 
dedicated  a mission  home  in  Melbourne 
and  attended  conferences  in  that  city,  and 
in  Brisbane  and  Sydney.  Mrs.  Smith  sang 
solos  and  joined  her  husband  in  duets  in 
1970  on  a week-long  trip  to  Hawaii  where 
they  attended  Oahu  Stake  Conference  and 


joined  in  commemorating  the  15th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Church 
College  of  Hawaii. 

The  most  self-satisfying  achievement  in 
her  career,  Mrs.  Smith  recalled  recently, 
was  to  prove  to  herself  that  she  could  sing 
opera.  With  no  regret  or  wistfulness  at 
declining  a career  in  grand  opera,  she 
explained:  “I  had  a feeling  that  I could  sing 
opera  roles  successfully  and  after  a few 
tours  with  performing  companies,  I felt 
that  I could  have  a future  in  this  field.  But 
then  I decided  to  forget  about  opera  and 
come  home.”

IThe  ASBYU  Executive  Council  was 
ormally  introduced  to  President  Dallin 
aks  Monday,  Aug.  2.  Questions  were 
Jced  by  the  Council  members  about  issues 
cpected  in  the  upcoming  year. 

In  introducing  himself  to  the  Council, 
•esident  Oaks  observed,  “One  of  the  most 
lportant  experiences  is  to  learn  to  think, 
le  second  is  to  work  with  people.” 

President  Oaks  further  commented  that 
e would  like  to  get  in  a position  where  he 
l ould  work  with  the  students.  He  felt 
pposed  to  student  appointments  because 
le  number  of  students  attending  the  BYU 
:king  appointments  would  keep  him  too 
usy. 

“I  would  like  to  stop  and  talk  to 
tudents  in  the  cafeteria  and  on  the 
dewalks,  the  only  disadvantage  being  too 
tany  students  stopping  to  talk.” 


President  Oaks’  feeling  about  the  LDSSA 
was  the  first  question  posed  by  the 
Council. 

“I  am  excited  about  this  program,”  he 
commented  and  further  stated  he  was 
whole-heartedly  in  accord  with  the 
principles  but  would  like  to  look  into  it 
further. 

In  a recent  Universe,  according  to  Marion 
D.  Hanks,  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  and  managing  director  of  the 
Student  Association.  BYU  students  can 
expect  to  see  some  changes  in  the 
administration  of  Church  related  activities 
as  LDS  Student  Association  principles  are 
incorporated  on  campus. 

Other  questions  asked  by  the  student 
officers  were  opinions  on  student 
government,  ceiling  on  BYU  enrollment, 
whether  BYU  will  become  a graduate 
school  or  a very  elite  college,  dress  code, 


and  his  favorite  personal  program  of 
activity. 

Most  of  these  questions  will  be  answered 
on  September  23,  when  President  Oaks 
gives  his  opening  speech  to  the  BYU 
Student  body.

He 
further  commented  he  would  work  with 
him  for  the  betterment  of  BYU.

D.C.  Police  Dept, 
tries  new  approach 


WN.,  D.C.  - The  District 
of  Columbia  Police 
Department  is  about  to 
undertake  a new  program  for 
improving  press-police 
relations  that  could  provide  a 
model  for  other  cities, 
particularly  those  that 
experience  periodic 
demonstrations  of  one  kind 
or  another. 

It  will  call  for  all  rookie 
policemen  and  all  newly 
appointed  sergeants  to  take  a 
special  course  on  how  to  deal 
with  the  news  media.  Lt. 
Arthur  F.  DeGennaro,  the 
department’s  public 
information  officer,  hopes 
the  course  will  total  at  least 
two  hours. 

One  of  the  aims  will  be  to 
impress  upon  the  officers 
that  they  need  the  press  as 
much  as  the  press  needs 
them. 

DeGennaro  described  the 
proposed  program  after  UPI 
made  representations  to 
Police  Chief  Jerry  V.  Wilson 
about  the  treatment 
accorded  reporters  by  some 
Washington  policemen  during 
the  recent  May  Day 
demon  strations  against  the 
Vietnam  war. 

Largely  overlooked  in  the 
larger  legal  controversy  over 
the  government’s  mass  arrest 
tactics  to  defuse  the  protests 
was  the  fact  that  six 
newsmen  were  arrested 
during  indiscriminate  police 
sweeps  and  others  were 
harassed  in  various  ways. 

Of  those  arrested,  two 
were  physically  assaulted, 
including  UPI  photo  stringer 
Kirby  Smith.  He  was  tackled 
from  behind  while 
photographing  one  of  the 
sweeps,  beaten  and  then 
charged  with  disorderly 
conduct.  A TIME  Magazine 
man  also  was  attacked. 

Three  other  UPI  staffers 
were  arrested  but  talked  their 
way  out  of  it.  One,  Judy 
Frie,  was  slammed  against  a 
guardrail  and  held  20 
minutes  while  covering  the 
unsuccessful  attempt  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Spock  and  his 
followers  to  close  the  14th 
Street  Bridge. 

UPI’s  Carol  Ross  was 
arrested  for  crossing  against 
the  light  in  an  area  that  had 
been  closed  to  traffic. 
Ignoring  her  press  card,  two 
policemen  also  took  away 
her  walkie-talkie.  A 
lieutenant  finally  happened 
along  and  she  was  released. 
Reporter  Frank  Bullard  was 
arrested  twice  at  the  same 
traffic  circle.  The  second 
time,  while  returning  home, 
he  was  frisked  up  against  a 


In  its  protest  to  Chief 
Wilson,  UPI  noted  that  police 
cards  issued  by  District  of 
Columbia  police  bear  the 
injunction  that  “members  of 
the  force  shall  be  courteous 
and  c o operative  on  all 
occasions  to  members  of  the 
press.”  The  UPI  letter  then 
added : 

“It  is  to  the  credit  of  your 
administration  that  most 
Washington  police  officers 
lived  up  to  this  admonition. 
Our  reporters,  even  those 
involved  in  the  incidents 
related,  believe  your 
department  generally  did  an 
excellent  job  as  far  as  the 
media  is  concerned.  But  the 
exceptions  indicate  that 
someone  is  not  getting  the 
message.  ” 

The  point  is,  of  course, 
that  a reporter  equipped  with 
a police  card  may  venture 
into  situations  he  otherwise 
might  avoid  because  he 
assumes  police  will  not  lump 
him  indiscriminately  with 
everyone  else  in  a 
disturbance  area.  Yet  this  is 
exactly  what  some  officers 
did. 

It  is  possible  even  to  argue 
that  reporters  would  be 
better  off  with  no  official 
credentials  at  all  if  police  are 
not  going  to  honor  the  ones 
that  are  issued.  In  that 
situation  the  reporter  at  least 
would  know  he  was  taking  a 
risk  and  govern  his  actions 
accordingly. 

UPI  made  one  further 
point:  “Black  reporters  and 
those  with  long  hair  were 
hassled  most.  The  minority 
of  your  department  that 
personally  finds  this 
objectionable  must  realize 
that  being  black  and  favoring 
long  hair  does  not  necessarily 
reflect  sympathy  for  the 
protesters  or  anyone  else.  ” 

Lt.  DeGennaro  replied  for 
Chief  Wilson  with  some 
convincing  evidence  that 
such  activities  were  in 
violation  of  department 
rules.  He  noted  that  general 
orders  required  police  to 
cooperate  with  the  press  and 
for  officers  to  refer  problems 
with  reporters  to  higher 
authority. 

He  also  noted  that  Chief 
Wilson  prior  to  the  May  Day 
protest  issued  special  orders 
instructing  his  men  “to 
expedite  the  movements  of 
members  of  the  press  within 
or  through  established  police 
lines.  ” 

‘‘Cooperation  with 
accredited  representatives  of 
all  news  gathering 
organizations  is  extremely 
important  in  promoting  good 
public  relations,”  Wilson 
added.  “A  cooperative 


attitude  and  a courteous 
explanation  when  necessary 
will  usually  result  in  a more 
desirable  presentation  of  the 
facts  from  a police 
standpoint.  ” 

Lt.  DeGennaro  freely 
conceded,  however,  that 
what  officers  are  told  to  do 
and  what  they  actually  do 
sometimes  are  two  different 
things.  There  are  smart  alecks 
in  uniform  as  well  as  within 
the  ranks  of  newsmen,  he 
said. 

As  a result,  he  said,  it  had 
been  decided  to  include  a 
course  in  dealing  with  the 
press  in  the  study  program 
for  new  rookies  and  newly 
appointed  sergeants  with  the 
hope  they  can  be  made  to 
understand  the  practical  as 
well  as  the  philosophical 
reasons  for  Chief  Wilson’s 
orders. 

It  is  entirely  possible  that 
inclusion  of  new  sergeants 
will  be  even  more  important 
than  inclusion  of  rookies. 
The  sergeants  are  the  men 
who  set  the  standards  in 
street  confrontations.  If  they 
look  away  when  their  men 
violate  orders,  who  can 
expect  the  men  to  follow 
Wilson’s  lead?

are  required  to  maintain  a 1.75 
(C-)  grade  point  average  to  be  in 
good  academic  standing. 
Sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors 
are  required  to  maintain  a 2.00 
(C)  grade  point  average,  according 
to  Moses. 

A student  graduating  from  BYU 
must  have  a cumulative  grade 
point  average  of  2.00  on  all 
college  work  as  well  as  on  BYU 
work  only,  he  said. 

A student  will  receive  academic 
warning  if  his  grade  point  average 
for  the  last  semester  was  below 
the  minimum  required  even 
though  his  cumulative  grade  point 
average  is  above  the  average 
required.  A student  whose  BYU 
record  does  not  meet  the 
minimum  requirement  and  whose 
record  shows  a shortage  of  grade 
points  will  be  placed  on  academic 
probation,  Moses  said.

Stan  Kenton,  internationally 
known  jazz  artist,  will  perform 
Wednesday,  August  11,  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at 
BYU. 

Tickets  for  the  concert  are  now 
available  at  the  music  ticket 
window  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center. 

Visiting  Provo  in  conjunction 
with  the  Fifth  Annual 
Audio-Recording  Seminar, 
Kenton  has  been  a favorite  to 
dancers  and  concert-goers  for  over 
two  decades. 

A major  contributor  to  the 
contemporary  American  musical 
culture  for  many  years,  he  has 
received  the  National  Academy  of 
Recording  Arts  and  Science 
Award  and  the  Playboy  Jazz  Poll 
Award  six  times. 

He  is  also  the  third  member  to 
be  elected  to  Downbeat’s  Jazz 
Hall  of  Fame. 

A noted  conductor,  he 
organized  the  28-piece  Neo  phonic 
Orchestra,  the  world’s  only 
orchestra  devoted  to 
contemporary  music,  which 
premiered  at  the  Los  Angeles 
Music  Center  in  1965. 

In  1946,  his  18-piece  Artistry  In 
Rhythm  Orchestra  was  nominated 
“Band  of  the  Year”  by  Look 
magazine. 

His  43-piece  Innovation  In 
Modern  Music  Orchestra  was 
hailed  by  the  “New  York  Times” 
in  1950  as  the  “first  successful 
attempt  to  bridge  the  gap  between 
classical  and  jazz  music.” 

Kenton  has  toured  extensively 
throughout  the  nation  and  in 
Europe. 

After  lecturing  extensively  at 
major  universities  and  colleges 
throughout  the  Southwest  about 
the  melodic  and  rhythmic  forms 
synonymous  with  today’s  music, 
he  decided  to  write  a new  library 


to  replace  the  neophonic  library 
made  available  after  the  first 
Kenton  Clinic  at  Redlands 
University  in  California. 

In  1 967  he  presented  the  third 
Neophonic  Orchestra  session  and 
further  established  the  Neophonic 
movement  in  modern  music.  A 
year  later  he  completed  an 
hour-long  television  special 
entitled  “Bound  To  Be  Heard.” 

Branching  into  films,  Kenton 
produced  The  Substance  of  Jazz 
and  other  films  to  teach  the 
unique  difference  of  jazz  music  in 
the  schools.

She 
has  won  numerous  prizes  for  her 
distinctive  art  work. 

Among  the  art  media  employed 
in  the  exhibit  are  silk-screen,  oil 
and  photography.  All  of  the 
pieces  express  personal  glimpses 
of  the  artist  as  seen  through  her 
own  eyes. 

A graduate  student  from 
Whittier,  Calif.,  she  graduated 
from  BYU  in  1969  after  attending 
Rio  Hondo  Junior  College.  She 
has  taught  printmaking  as  a 
student  assistant  for  the  past  two 
years.

A look  at  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant 

BYU  assists  Church  spectacle

The  six  performances  of  the 
recent  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant  near 
Palmyra,  N.Y.,  marked  the  35th 
anniversary  of  the  widely-famed 
Church  production.  It  grew  from 
a small,  single  performance  on 
July  26,  1936. 

A cast  of  560,  many  of  them 
BYU  students,  appeared  in  the 
current  production  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen, 
former  chairman  of  the  BYU 
Department  of  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts. 

Through  its  students,  alumni 
and  faculty,  BYU  has  been  closely 
associated  with  the  pageant  back 
to  its  beginnings. 

A BYU  alumnus,  Don  B. 
Colton,  was  president  of  the 
Eastern  States  Mission  when  the 
Angel  Moroni  monument  was 
dedicated  atop  Hill  Cumorah  in 
1935.  He  foresaw  the  potential  of 
the  site  for  large  public  gatherings 
to  hear  the  Mormon  message. 

Elbert  H.  Eastmond,  then 
professor  of  art  at  BYU,  visited 
the  site  and  urged  the  production 
of  a pageant. 

Two  BYU  alumni,  Ira  J.  and 
Beatrice  Parsons  Markham,  then 
prepared  a pageant  on  the  gospel 
restoration  which  was  presented 
the  following  spring  in  the 
Brooklyn  Ward  cultural  hall. 

Two  missionaries  in  the  office 
of  Pres.  Colton  then  prepared  a 
pageant  with  the  Book  of 
Mormon  theme  as  well  as  the 
restoration  under  the  title  “Truth 
from  the  Earth.”  They  were 
Oliver  R.  Smith,  now  professor  of 
communications  at  BYU  and 
Meryl  Dunn  (Jones). 

It  was  selected  for  production 
as  the  climax  of  the  mission’s 
three-day  conference  at  Palmyra 
with  the  theme,  “America’s 
Witness  for  Christ.” 

An  audience  of  5,000  seated  on 
the  northeast  slope  of  Hill 
Cumorah  viewed  the  performance 
on  an  improvised  state  at  the  rear 
of  the  Bureau  of  Information, 
which  had  been  erected  that  year. 

Costumes  for  the  production 
were  obtained  from  BYU. 

For  the  following  year  the 
mission  president  and  an  advisory 
committee  decided  to  limit  the 
pageant  theme  to  the  Book  of 
Mormon  message  alone. 

They  then  chose  to  prepare  the 
script  selected  by  Dr.  H.  Wayne 
Driggs,  then  an  instructor  at  New 
York  University  and  later 


associate  professor  of  English  at 
BYU. 

The  committee  also  planned  a 
change  in  staging  which  would 
utilize  a series  of  stages  up  the 
west  side  of  Hill  Cumorah,  with 
seating  at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 

This  pattern  has  since  been 
greatly  elaborated  and  has 
continued  as  a distinctive  feature 
of  the  production. 

This  was  the  production  in 
which  Dr.  Hansen  first  served  as 
dramatic  director,  with  Dr.  Smith 
serving  as  general  production 
director. 

Two  performances  were 
presented  July  23  and  25  in  1937 
with  a combined  audience  of 
15,000. 

Dr.  Hansen  continued  his 
leadership  in  the  annual 
production  in  1938,  1939,  1940 


and  1941 , after  which  the  pageant 
was  discontinued  for  six  years. 

In  1948  the  event  was  revived 
under  the  leadership  of  Roy  W. 
Doxey,  then  Eastern  States 
Mission  president  and  now 
professor  of  Church  history  at 
BYU.  He  again  called  on  Dr. 
Hansen  to  direct  the  pageant. 

Since  then  it  has  continued  as  a 
continually  developing  spectacle, 
aided  by  the  contributions  of 
former  BYU  music  department 
head  Crawford  Gates  as  composer 
of  the  special  score. 

Professor  Emeritus  Harvey 
Fletcher  served  as  designer  of  the 
stereo  sound  system,  and  Dr.  Lael 
J.  Woodbury  and  Charles  Henson 
of  the  Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts 
Department  served  as  assistant 
directors.

BYU’s  successful  tennis  coach 
Wayne  Pearce  put  aside  his 
coaching  duties  for  awhile,  and 
along  with  his  sister  Janice  Pearce 


turned  to  the  field  of  rhetoric. 


Miss  Pearce,  an  assistant 
professor  of  physical  education  at 
Utah  State  University,  along  with 
her  brother  are  the  co-authors  of  a 
new  book,  Tennis,  which  is  just 
off  the  press. 


BYU’s  Wayne  Pearce,  who  is  highly  regarded  as  one  of  the  top 
tennis  coaches  in  the  Intermountain  region,  along  with  his  sister 
Janice  Pearce,  are  the  co-authors  of  a new  98-page  book  entitled. 
Tennis. 


The  98-page  volume  was 
published  by  Prentice-Hall  Inc.,  of 
Englewood  Heights,  N.J.,  as  part 
of  that  company’s  sports  series. 

The  new  book  by  the  Pearces 
applies  selected  principles  of 
programmed  learning  to  the 
development  of  tennis  skills. 
Descriptions,  illustrations,  and 
development  activities  enable  the 
learner  to  move  sequentially  from 
a simplified  stroking  pattern 
through  the  finished  form 
technique  of  the  basic  stroke. 

Intended  also  for  intermediate 
and  advanced  players,  the  book 
provides  a learning  sequence  on 
ball  control  through  which  players 
can  progress  at  an  individual  rate. 
Advanced  strokes  and  the  strategy 
of  winning  play  are  valuable  to 
the  expert. 

In  his  nine  years  at  BYU  Coach 
Pearce  has  led  the  Cougar  netters 
to  four  conference  championships 
and  they  have  held  the  title  for 
the  last  three  years.  He  also  has 
coached  them  to  seventh,  eighth 
and  two  ninth  place  finishes  in  the 
National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Associations.  His  teams  have  won 
80  matches  while  losing  only  17. 

Coach  Pearce  also  is  an 
instructor  in  business  management 
and  teaches  corporate  finance  and 
investments  in  addition  to  tennis 
and  skiing.

Arizona  coaching  staff 
undergoes  reshuffling 


TUCSON,  ARIZ.— Two  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  University 
of  Arizona  coaching  staff  as 
announced  by  athletic  director 
Dick  Clausen. 

Roy  Tatum,  golf  coach  at 
Arizona  since  the  1967  season,  is 
moving  back  to  football  and  will 
work  on  the  defensive  staff.  He 
came  to  Arizona  in  1955  as  an 
assistant  football  ’ coach  and 
physical  education  instructor. 
Tatum  also  will  continue  teaching 
in  the  physical  education 
department. 

Taking  over  as  golf  coach  will 
be  George  Shafer  who  also  is  the 
head  golf  professional  at  Oro 
Valley  Country  Club  in  Tucson. 
Shafer,  a native  of  Indiana,  has 
been  head  professional  at  Oro 
Valley  since  1963  and  will 
continue  to  hold  that  post.  He  is 
54  years  old  and  has  worked  as  a 
golf  professional  for  over  a 
quarter  of  a century  holding 
positions  at  Anderson  and 
Hagerstown,  Indiana,  before 
moving  to  Tucson. 

“I’m  looking  forward  to  this 
challenge,”  Shafer  states.  “I 
already  have  friends  checking  on 
prospects  for  me.  We’ve  got  to  get 
a good  recruiting  program 
established  and  I already  have 
feelers  from  33  players  in  10  or 
1 1 different  states.  I feel  that  my 
many  friends  in  golf  and  their 
participation  in  junior  golf 
programs  throughout  the  country 
will  help  us  bring  good  talent  to 
Arizona.” 

Shafer,  who  also  was  a 
professional  baseball  player  and 
reached  the  majors  as  a catcher,  is 
a member  of  the  MacGreger  staff. 
He  plans  no  radical  changes  in  the 
practice  season  at  Arizona  and 
will  continue  to  use  as  many 
courses  in  the  Tucson  area  as 
.possible  for  drills  and  matches. 


As  a player,  Shafer  won  the 
Ohio  PGA  Stroke  Play 
Championship  in  1949  and  1950, 
The  Indiana  State  Open  crown 
twice  in  stroke  play,  and  1 1 times 
was  runnerup  in  the  Indiana  PGA 
Championship. 

Bob  Weber,  head  football  coach 
at  Arizona,  feels  the  return  of 
Tatum  to  his  staff  will  strengthen 
the  overall  grid  program.  Tatum,  a 
graduate  of  thee  University  of 
Missouri  where  he  played  football, 
also  served  as  freshman  coach  at 
Arizona  in  1966  and  was  the 
gymnastics  coach  in  1958.  Before 
coming  to  Arizona,  he  coached 
football  at  Missouri,  South 
Dakota  State  and  Eastern  Oregon. 

During  his  five  years  as  head 
golf  coach,  Tatum’s  team  won  30 
dual  matches  and  lost  only  15.  His 
1971  team  won  5 and  lost  2 and 
finished  in  a three-way  tie  for 
17th  place  in  the  NCAA 
Championships  at  Tucson 
National  Golf  Club,  missing  the 
cut  by  only  one  stroke.

Lamanite  students  on  tour 


The  first  Program  Bureau  group 
to  consist  largely  of  Lamanite 
students  is  currently  on  an 
eight-week  tour  throughout  the 
southwest  United  States  and 
Canada,  according  to  Program 
Bureau  representative  Tonja 
Billings.  Of  the  15  tour  members, 
all  but  two  are  Lamanites,  she 
said. 

The  students,  who  performed 
their  first  show  July  19,  are 
presenting  an  hour-long  variety 
show  in  three  missions:  the 
Southwest  Indian  Mission,  the 
Northern  Indian  Mission  and  the 
Canadian  Indian  Mission,  Mrs. 
Billings  said.  She  added  that  the 
tour  was  arranged  by  the  three 
mission  presidents. 

The  variety  show,  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  Janie 
Thompson,  consists  of  songs, 
dances,  and  production  numbers 
combining  song  and  dance  and 
includes  a Lamanite  band,  Mrs. 
Billings  said.  Among  the  songs 
performed,  two  of  which  were 
written  by  Janie  Thompson,  are 
Indian  songs  such  as  “Go,  My 
son”  and  popular  songs  such  as 
“Put  a Little  Love”  and  “Rubber 
Duckie,”  she  added. 

The  Lamanite  group  is  also  the 
first  Program  Bureau  group  to  sew 
their  own  costumes,  which 
include  both  Indian  and 


contemporary  costumes,  she 
indicated. 

“The  students  perform  their 
show  for  schools,  Church 
meetings  and  other  gatherings  at 
different  locations  each  night  and 
then  stay  overnight  with  members 
of  the  Church,”  she  said. 

“Although  two  other  tours  have 
included  Indian  students,  this  is 
the  first  tour  to  consist  mostly  of 
these  students,”  she  said. 

Program  Bureau  sent  a tour  in 
March  in  which  about  half  of  the 
performers  were  Lamanites,  she 
added.  During  this  tour  the  group 


presented  a show  for  the  Tribal 
Council  at  Window  Rock,  Ariz.,  a 
group  consisting  of  Navajo 
leaders,  most  of  them  not 
members  of  the  Church,  she  said. 

“We  just  wanted  to  show  them 
how  much  progress  the  Indian 
Placement  students  have  made,” 
Mrs.  Billings  said. 

Mrs.  Billings,  who  accompanied 
the  students  on  the  March  tour, 
said  that  the  tour  was  an  effective 
missionary  effort  and  added,  “It’s 
amazing  to  the  Lamanites  to  see 
their  own  people  perform  for 
them.”
